The Mutilatetl Remains of the Heart 


Scattered Ahmg the Ru&d for 


a Mile. 


SAN FK UN-CISCO, May 1*1.— A terrific re- 


port and concussion, which waa dis- 
tinctly felt all through the city and nt 
towns around the hay for a distance of 
•forty miles, was at first believed to be 
•caused by earthquake, but proved to )»e 
an explosion in the nitre-glycerine and 
mixing house, storehouse and gun cot- 
ton departments oi the California To. v- 
<ler Work:- at IMnole, across the bay, 
this morning. The crew of the glycer- 
ine house, four in number, ami the fore- 
man oi the mUiiii: house were alt killed, 
us were al?o nin&iChineEe working in 
the latter department. The explosion 
occurred in the iiitro-glycerine house at 
10.40 a.m., and was probably caused by 
n Chinese dropping a CAM of the ex- 
plosive. The cause cannot lie definitely 
appertained, however, as all connected 
with the buiMing are dead. There were 
200 Chinese in the adjacent mixing 
room and at the eound of the explosion 
nil ran, and the majority escaped. Tiiu 
force of the explosion was tremendous. 
Huge trees wt-re thrown into the bay, n 
distance of half si mile, and nitroglycer- 
ine tanks weighing a ton each are now 
lying iJOO yards distance from the scene. 
TOBH, bauds, lega and other parts of the 
mutilated remains of the dead are scat- 
tered along the road for a mile. 
The nitroglycerine house first went up, 


then the mixing house and storehouse 
and gun cotton departments followed. 
The nitre-glycerine house of which not 
a vestige now remains was a three- 
story frame structure, '.'00x50. It con- 
tained SOOO pounds 01 nitro-glycerine, 
and 2000 pounds of Hercules powder. A 
remarkable feature of the explosion is 
tbe fact that although the storehouse 
containing 1UOO pounds of Hercules 
powder is completely wrecked, its con- 
tents nre intact. In all, 10,000 pounds 
of explosives went up with a roar and a 
sheet of flames.

•their business, and Harry Minugh was 
at one time superintendent of the whole 


lant. From tbe position nf the bodies 


found it would ueeni that the cause of 
the explosion was in the washing depart- 
ment of the nitro-glycerine bouse, Eince 
the bodies of Johnston and Minmjh were 
intact while those in the lower part of 
thfl building, or the place where uitro- 
alycerine is washed, were blown all to 
pieces; in fact, but small portions of 
their bodies have yet been recovered. 


Twenty men are Ecourinii the fields for 


a mile around, endeavoring to gather 
some remains that would secure the 
identification of the victims. The tre- 
mendous force of tbe explosion can be 
observed on all sides. Ttio nitro-glycer- 
ine house was built in t he side of a bill, 
which ia about 300 yards north of the 
railroad station. Great trees near by 
were twisted and torn as i£ rent by a 
etroke of lightning. In all directions 
the terrible violence of th explosion is 
manifest.

Acting Superintendent Pollock said to 


«n Associated Press reporter who was at 
the scene of the disaster : "This is tbe 
worst explosion we have ever had at 
this place. I am utterly at loss to ac- 
count for it, and cannot advance any 
theory as to ita cause. The explosion 
has shaken up all the buildings in the 
vicinity. It ia impossible to tell how 
much damage has been done; but I am 
not looking for damage yet. I am try- 
ing to get together the remains oi the 
poor victims.. We are very careful re- 
garding tbe managing of the nitro-glyce- 
ine house, and have laid down strict 
rules for the purpose. The Chinese are 
not allowed to enter it."

Chairman Merrill of Montana, from 


the committee on plan of action, re- 
ported the following: 


Resolved, That an organization be 


created to be called tho Honest Money 
Educational Union. 


Second—Ita object shall be to incul- 


cate the principled of bimetallism and 
the restoration of free coinage of silver 
at the ratio of lUto I. 


Third—The union shall have an ex- 


ecutive committee, consisting of one 
member from each of the eleven states 
and terriiories invitrd to the conference, 
which shall help in ita work. Three 
members shall constitute a quorum of 
thia committee. 


Fourlii— Other states and territories 


can become connected with the union 
by the vote of a majority of all the 
membera of the executive committee 
and shall therefore be entitled to repre- 
sentation in the executive committee. 


Fifth—In every state and territory 


ixmuecied with this union there shall he 
a state or territorial committee, consist- 
ing of live or more membera, with 
power to till vacancies and add to their 
members. Those members Bhall be ap- 
pointed in the first place at thia confer- 
ence. 


Sixth—It shall be the duty of the 


state or territorial committee to raise 
the necessary fund for carrying out the 
object oi the union and iu every way to 
aid in the furthering of those objects. 


Seventh—Tho members of the execu- 


tive committee for each state or terri- 
torial committee shall be elected annu- 
ally by the stale or territorial committee 
respectively.

with Prince. 


Clunie of California Haid the commit- 


tee had carefully thought the whole 
matter over, and he did not believe any 
•delegate could, on the spur of the mo- 
ment, improve on the report. It was 
perfectly absurd to contend that any 
•state would be excluded. If gentlemen 
kept on offering amendments this way 
the conference would not get through 
till fall. 


Winston said he waa there in behalf 


•of his Washington constituents to offer 
such amendments as he thought proper, 
and proposed to offer them if he had to 
stay till Christmas. 


Bennett suggested that it was time to 


go to Fort Douglass and see the parade 
of troops ; the delegates should either go 
at the time appointed or decline the in- 
vitation. 


.Borah of Idaho, replying to Winston, 


said there waa no intention to exclude 
any state that was ready to enter the 
organization. The design was simply to 
provide a method of passing uuon the 
question whether or not a state was 
ready.

Borah said this would be an arbitrary 


thing to do, as that might not always be 
the beat way; bepidep, when you begin to 
instruct the committee to do certain 
things you forbid by that instruction 
that they shall do other and perhaps 
necessary things. 


Jones of Washington proposed as a 


Hubstitue for Dell's proposed section, a 
wording that in terms empowered the 
committee to go on with (he work, and 
to raise the necessary funds. 


Clunie declared this to be wholly un- 


necessary, the committee's report FO 
empowered the plan as proposed. It is 
not necessary to repeat, or make it 
more definite, because the committees 
ought to be left wholly free to act as the 
beat interests of each locality might re- 
quire. 


Clark of Colorado agreed with Clunic, 


and heflidea, he paid, that specification 
must in its nature be restrictive, the 
idea of the committee was to leave the 
committees entire liberty of action. 
The substitute and amendment were 
both voted down, and the report waa 
adopted, with the change of name made 
it the forenoon session. 


The committee on resolutions and ad- 


dress then submitted its report as fol- 
lows: 


To the people of the United States: 


The members of the bimetallic confer- 
ence, assembled at Suit Lake City, Utah, 
on the 15th day of May, 1895, repre- 
senting the states of California, Colo- 
rado, Idaho, Montana, Nevada, Oregon, 
Washington and Wyoming, and the 
territories of New Mexico and 
Utah, 


deeply impressed with the importance 
oi the subject which we have been con- 
sidering, believe that the vital interests 
of every state nnd every section of this 
country are involved in the speedy and 
proper solution ot what is known as the 
"silver question," and are painfully 
conscious of the fact that the moat 
strenuous efforts of our opponents are 
low and have over been directed to a 
concealment of tho real issue, and a 
misrepresentation of the position occu- 
pied by the advocates of silver restora- 
tion, feel it our duty to state, with such 
clearness as we may, the prescise nature 
of the issue and what our position actu- 
ally is. 


In the first place we desire to say that 


the people whom we represent are not 
an aggregation of thieves setting out to 
swindle creditors with the 50-cent dol- 
lar. There are no more patriotic citizens 
of the American republic than these 
active, earnest, energetic men and 
women who have left tho comforts of 
their eastern homes to build the high- 
ways of national progress in the far 
west. If they believed that the restora- 
tion of silver would operate aa an injury 
to the country aa a whole, nran injustice 
to anv class, regardless of its local effect 
in this western region, they would at 
once and forever abandon the demand. 


"The greatest good to the greatest 


number" is their motto, and it ia in 
thie spirit that they, irrespective of 
party affiliations, present themselves al< 
most as a unit demanding the free coin- 
age of silver and gold at the ratio of 16 
ounces of silver to 1 ounce of gold, with 
full legal tender functions accorded to 
each, and no discrimination against 
either. It is not as silver miners but as 
citizens of the republic, mindful of iti 
every interest, that we take this posi- 
tion. 


The representatives from California, 


Oregon, Washington and Wyoming, 
which produce little or no silver, feel 
that their people have been aa deeply 
injured by the demonetization of that 
metal as those living in any state or ter- 
ritory in which silver mining is a lead- 
ing industry. In making this demand 
we are asking for nothing.

hopes to secure the railroad shrwof the 
new company, aud to have the most of 
its utaimfacturiDg and repairing done 
tbere. 


•'It seems to be an irresistible conclu- 


sion tbat the greater part of the power 
which can be made available for indus- 
trial purposes in California must come 
directly from tbe forces of nature. We 
have no cheap coal in California, or at 
least, none has been found as yet, unless 
•we except the Livermore lignite, which 
has not been fully developed, and im- 
ported coal for manufacturing purposes 
is almost an impossibility, not on ac- 
count of the 40 cents a ton duty, but be- 
cause of the cost of transportation. 


"But ia the mountains of California, 


from one end of the state to the other, 
there are rivers, streams and creeks 
which may be made a source of supply 
for power almost infinite. To convert 
the dynamic force, of running water into 
electrical energy is one of the simplest 
of modern scientific problems, and the 
only practical difficulty is tbe economi- 
cal transmission of the electrical force 
over long distances. 


"Fresno, as it happens, is at the very 


door or water power. Not only the San 
Joaquin river, but Kines river is within 
a short distance, comparatively speak- 
ing, of the city of Fresno, and there can 
be no practical difficulty in conve5ing 
the electric power to that city. Whether 
the Valley railroad will deem it expedi- 
ent to avail itself of this power we can- 
not pretend to say, but the offer is evi- 
dently made in good faith, and therefore 
deserves careful thought and considera- 
tion on the part of the directors of the 
Valley road. 
Cheap power means a 


vast saving to the mechanical depart- 
ment of a railroad, and therefore such a 
proportion must be weighed and dis- 
cussed in the spirit in which it is 
made." 


A BROADER OFFCK. 


The offer made by thepower company 


is not understood to be confined to the 
Valley -'Roa'fl. The machine shops of 
the Southern Pacific could obtain the 
same terms, as there is great power run- 
nine to waste, and the company's busi- 
ness is to find customers for it. 


It was learned yesterday that a new 


enterprise is 011 foot, being an extension 
of the original idea of braining power to 
Fresno. It is nothing less than the 
construction 
of an 
electric railroad 


from Fresno to tbe principal vine- 
yards eastward from this city, the ctira 
to be run by electricity furnished from 
the distributing center in Fresno. 


This project ie not yet "on its feet," 


but it- is likely to get on its feet any 
day. Tlie company ia willing to furniph 
tbe power 011 such terms that competi- 
tion by any other kind of road would be 
impossible. 


TTTE VISEYABI) L1NC. 


Negotiations have been opened with 


some of the vineyards looking to fur- 
uiahing them power in place of the 
bteam they now use. The proposition 
baa not yet been submitted to all of 
them, because the managers or proprie- 
tors of several of the largest wineries are 
not ia Fresno, and theiragents have not 
ihe authority to apeak for them iu BO 
important a matter. 


So far, all •propositions made havcmet 


with favorable attention, and it is be- 
lieved that enough patronage will be se- 
cured to justify a branch line for power, 
and also an electric road, li the wires 
are strung, the road i= almost certain to 
go, for the poles carrying tbe wirea will 
beeo set that trollys can be run on them, 
and nothing will remain but to lay the 
track and put the cars on. 


Those who have not stopped to con- 


sider tbe matter will be surprised at the 
patronage a road would have from 
Fresno eastward, with little spurs on 
each side, tbe entire track perhaps 
being leea than a dozen miles in length.

BEADY FOR WORK. 


Progress of the Canal for the Power 


Plant. 


Excellent nrogresa ia being made on 


the canal by which water will be con- 
ducted from the North fork of the San- 
Joaquin to the power plant for the elec- 
tric works. The timber and brneh have 
been cleared from the richt of way to 
the reservoir, and in a few days a corpa 
of men will be set to work excavating. 
The reservoir will probably be made un 
der contract. 


Within a short time work will com- 


mence on the line between Fresno and 
the power house on the San Joaqmn. 
The distance is from :il!.j to 33 miles, 
depending on the route. Contractors 
are now figuring on the cost of poles. It 
ig intended to have them of e-priar, if 
possible; but if cedar cannot be ob- 
tained, good yellow pine will be used. 
The survey for the jiole line will be fin- 
ished before loug. For the most part, 
there will be few difficulties in the way 
of setting the poles or stringing the 
wires; but for the lirst five miles com- 
ing toward Fresno after leaving the 
river, the route lisa over rough moun- 
tains, and bore some difficulty is ex- 
pected, but, of course, nothing more 
serious than rugged hill?. 


The canal, the reservoir and the line 


iroin Fresno to the river could be com- 
pleted within sixty days, if such haste 
wera necessary; but it will not be nec- 
essary, lieeause the electrical machinery 
cannot be made within that time, and 
it is useless to hasten the completion of 
the other portions of the works. The 
machinery is being made to order, and 
some months will elapse before it can be 
finished aud set in place.
